Club  re- development  plans  have  received  a 
positive  response  from  Members  at  a  Special 
General  meeting  on  25  March  1999.  After 
debating  the  benefits  of  the  first  stage  of  the 
proposal,  there  was  a  majority  40  to  4  show-of- 
hands  support  for  the  project. 

Work  on  detail  design  commenced  the  following  week. 
Development  application  is  to  be  lodged  by  mid-April.  Actual 
re-development  work  is  planned  to  commence  in  May  (after 
the  Black  Tie  Boxing  Evening).  An  absolute  ceiling  has  been 
set  by  the  Committee  at  $550,000  with  no  final  go  ahead 
given  until  the  builders  tenders  are  received  and  assessed.

building  works  will  be  to  cause  minimum  impact  on  day  to  day 
Club  operations. 

In  the  interests  of  providing  improved  service  to  Members, 
the  office  staff  will  be  restructured  to  include  a  full  time 
Accountant.  This  new  position  will  be  filled  by  the  end  of  April, 
assisting  members  with  their  accounts  as  well  as  providing  a 
high  standard  of  Club  financial  reporting. 

Members  will  have  received  their  Annual  Reports  in  its  new 
format  by  now.  Both  this  and  the  Newsletter,  together  with 
redevelopment  plans  towards  building  and  extending 
Tattersall's  profile  as  the  leading  Executive  Club  in  Sydney.

Sophia,  Blue  Mosque  and  Beylerbeyi.  Cruise  the  Bosphorus  to 
figure  the  split  between  Europe  and  Asia.  Round-trips  take 
around  6  hours.  Look  for  Kizkulesi "  known  as  Leander's  tower 
who  used  to  swim  to  the  opposite  shore  each  night  to  reach  his 
beloved  Flera  the  priestess.  A  lighthouse  was  built  here  to 
symbolise  their  love  in  the  1 2th  century. 

hot  shopping 

Kapali  Cars!  (covered  bazaar):  This  labyrinth  of  streets 
and  passages  winds  its  way  through  the  old  city  with  more  than 
4,000  shops.  900  of  these  are  devoted  to  jewellery.  Try  Fancy 
(ph:  021 2  51 3  5307)  Kalpakcilar  Gad  Flo62,  ask  for  Murat.  They 
have  good  copies  of  Cartier,  Bulgari  and  Tiffany  at  bargain 
prices.  Gold  is  US$12.15  per  gram.  Long  leather  jackets  are 
around  US$1 40.  Try  Rima  Leather,  outside  the  bazaar. 

Shoes  are  also  cheap  and  good  value.  Carpets  clutter  the 
market  -  best  quality  are  Flereke  carpets.  Sophisticated 
European  style  shopping  is  found  in  Taksim  district  on  Istiklal 
Avenue.

IVaditional:  try  Sultanahmet  District.  Here  food  is  shifted  in

10  questions  to  bookmaker  and  Tattersall’s 
Member,  Colin  Tidy. 


1.  Best  betting  certainty  of 
the  year? 

There  is  no  thing  as  a  certainty  and 
VALUE  should  the  primary 
concern.  Tie  The  Knot  at 
approximately  10/1  is  great  value  for 
the  1 999  Melbourne  Cup  as  he  is  far 
and  away  Australia's  best  stayer  and 
will  have  the  leading  Group  1  jockey 
Shane  Dye.  The  risk  is  the  imported 
horses  but  they  should  help  compress 
the  handicap  weights.  Otherwise 
South  Sydney  to  make  the  Final  Eight 
1999  @3-1. 

2.  Best  long  shot  ever? 

Several  years  ago  Gold  Brose's  first 
start  in  a  race  in  the  Silver.  330/1  was 
bet  and  close  stable  connections 
knew  he  was  top  class.  Gold  Brose 
was  probably  the  best  sprinter  of 
his  age. 

3.  What  has  been  the  betting 
coup  of  the  century? 

Getting  Closer  in  a  mid-week 
Canterbury  race  was  backed  from 
1 00/1  into  favouritism  at  3/1 .  Prior 
to  the  well  executed  plunge,  I  had 
an  Inkling  of  what  was  happening 
and  1  told  Mark  Read  (fellow 
bookmaker)  I  was  going  to  back 
Getting  Closer  for  $10,000.  He  said, 
"Don't  move  and  I  will  give  you 
$10,000".  He  won  over  $1 ,000,000 
and  true  to  his  word  gave  me 
$10,000  to  nothing. 


6.  The  best  bet  you  ever  made? 

Zeditave  at  his  debut.  12-1  was 
offered  in  the  pre-post  market.  The 
trainer,  Angus  Armanasco,  had  told 
me  for  six  months  he  was  a 
champion.  I  was  ultra  confident  when 
he  told  me  to  bet  up  and  keep  on 
betting,  and  he  would  be  halves  with 
whatever.  Angus  overall  is  a  most 
conservative  person. 

7.  The  worst  bet? 

I  have  never  had  a  worst  bet  at  racing. 
In  boxing  I  backed  Lennox  Lewis  - 
obviously  without  a  chance.  In  football 
1999  season  I  backed  Manly  26-1 , 
now  1CXD0-1  is  available.  (  have 
undoubtedly  had  bets  just  as  bad,  but 
tend  to  forget  them  and  think  of  the 
good  times. 

8.  The  bet  you  wish  you  made? 

Catbird  to  win  this  year's  Golden 
Slipper.  I  laid  $60,000  to  $1 ,000  to  a 
stable  connected  client  who  told  me 
that  his  bet  was  foolproof  and  the 
odds  ridiculous.  I  could  have  laid  the 
bet  off  and  bet  myself  at  the  time  but 
elected  to  be  the  bookmaker. 

9.  Your  biggest  punters? 

Bookmakers  in  this  respect  are  similar 
to  priests.  It  would  be  unethical  of  me 
to  divulge  the  living  identities. 

However,  legendary  people  such  as 
Felipe  Ysmael  and  Frank  Duval  are 
well  known  for  their  hefty  investments 
and  their  jousts  with  bookmakers.

Never  ever  punt  to  get  out.  Steady 
pace  wins  the  race.  If  winning,  bet  up 
with  the  bookmakers  money.  If  losing, 
stay  within  your  limit 

5.  What  field  offers  the  best 
betting  return  for  your  money? 

AFL  and  NRL  football  @  1 .90  take 
your  pick;  which  equates  to  105%  - 
but  you  have  the  choice.  Sydney 
racing  is  most  competitive  and 
on-course  patrons  can  get  less  than 
1 00%.  If  tl4y  are  astute  enough 
on  occasions  they  can  back  every 
horse  in  the  race  and  still  make  a 
profit. 


10.  The  biggest  payout  you’ve 
ever  faced? 

I  have  laid  bets  to  lose  one  million 
dollars.  But  in  this  day  and  age  milibn 
dollar  liabilities  in  single  bets  are 
generally  doubles.  The  recent  Sydney 
Carnival  (with  Catbird  winning  the 
Golden  Slipper,  Sunline  the  Doncaster, 
Tie  The  Knot  the  Sydney  Cup,  Sky 
Heights  the  AJC  Derby  and  Grand 
Archway  the  AJC  Oaks)  was  a 
disaster  for  doubles  or  multiple 
bookmakers.  The  general  public  took 
various  winning  combinations 
throughout  the  pre-post  betting  period 
and  bookmaker  liabilities  were  In  total 
over  an  eight  figure  amount.
